Americans, two officers-and five enlisted men, all of whom have been 
accounted for except one private.. There were about S9 nurses and 
members of the Voluntary Aid department, and the crew comprised 
only 200 men. More than 6-50 survivors brought here shortly after 
6 o'clock were given Urst-aid treatment, food and clothing. 


The patients were placed aboard special trains, which had been 


waiting ia receive them and sent to hospitals in various parts of the 
country. 


The torpedo struck the after part of the engine room, killing ihe 


third engineer and two other members of the engine room force. The 
dvnamo was destroyed, plunging the vessel into darkness. 


Just over the dynamo was the ward room, which contained more
